He struck me as being the successor and 
perfect counterpart of Robert Hollis. He sezmed just as efficient as Hollis always was. 

Then I saw Coach Bryan and asked him about the football team’s outcome this year. He 
said that New Hanover High School had won the conference championship! Graham Bare- 
foot and Johnny Symmes, who have ably taken the places of “Pop” Thomas and Harold 
Jeter as mainstays of the team, are good candidates for All-State. 

I walked into the auditorium and sat down on the back row. The Wildcat was having 
a publicity amateur show and Mary Benson aad Sarah Anne Eaton were singing a new swing 
song. They were really good. I think that they even equalled Ida Laura Childs and Sally 
Margaret Johnston. 

I left the assembly and wandered around the halls for a while. In the hall I met George

She also told me that Anna Kamer is a leader 
in all school activities just as Dotty Cameron used to be. 

I left the school at the end of Home Room period and came back at lunch period. On 
the senior steps was the usual mob. I noticed Patsy Smith, who was talking someone’s head 
off, just as Mary Symmes loved to do. I also noticed Nell Trask, surrounded by a large 
group of male admirers. Nell has a wonderful personality, very much like Dotty Suther- 
land’s. As I was leaving the school, I saw “Bootie” Harriss, who has become the leader of a 
wonderful political machine. She is the best politician the old school has seen in a long time. 

Just then the bell rang, and they all sauntered inside, talking and laughing as_ seniors 
always have. I wrote you just to tell about the seniors at the high school, and how they are 
like those we used to know. Isn’t it awful to grow old? Please write me a letter soon.
